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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 and 10 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

3. Claims 1 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipate by the 
admitted prior art (Fig. 10, pages 1-9 of the Specification). 

In considering claim 1 , the admitted prior art (Fig. 10, pages 1-9 of the 
Specification) discloses all the claimed subject matter, note 1 ) the claimed a first 
selector that selects a broadcast signal for display of a video is met by the ground wave 
1 tuner or the BS 1 tuner or the CS1 tuner (Fig. 10, page 2, line 8 to page 3, line 15 of 
the Specification), 2) the claimed a second selector that selects a broadcast signal for 
output of a sound is met by the AM radio or the FM radio (Fig. 1 0, page 2, line 8 to page 
3, line 15 of the Specification), 3) the claimed third selector that selects a broadcast 
signal for display of program link information is met by the ground wave 1 tuner or the 
BS 1 tuner or the CS1 tuner (Fig. 1 0, page 2, line 8 to page 3, line 1 5 of the 
Specification), 4) the claimed a receiver that receives the broadcast signals selected by 
said first, second and third selectors as first, second and third broadcast signals, 
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respectively is met by the sound decoder 90, the program link information decoder 91 
and the video decoder 92 (Fig. 10, pages 1-9 of the Specification), 5) the claimed a 
signal extractor that extracts a video signal, a sound signal and program link 
information, respectively, from the first, second and third broadcast signals received by 
said receiver is met by the sound decoder 90, the program link information decoder 91 
and the video decoder 92 (Fig. 10, pages 1-9 of the Specification), 6) the claimed a 
combiner that combines the video signal, a sound signal and program link information 
signal extracted by said signal extractor with each other and outputs the combined 
video signal is met by the synthesizing processor 60 (Fig. 10, page 4, line 6 to page 6, 
line 5 of the Specification), 7) the claimed a display device that displays as a video the 
combined video signal output from said combiner is met by the display device 95 (Fig. 
10, page 5, line 25 to page 6, line 5 of the Specification), and 8) the claimed a sound 
output device that outputs as a sound the sound signal extracted by signal extractor is 
met by the speaker 96 (Fig. 10, page 3, line 15 to page 4, line 5 of the Specification). 
Claim 10 is rejected for the same reason as discussed in claim 1 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2-9 and 1 1-15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
